Building at the Time—Two Terrific 


Reports Occur and the Next Instant

Catching Fire. 


Wilmington, Del., 
Aug. 
21.—Nine 
workmen are known to have been kill­ 
ed, five are missing and three others 
were badly Injured by the explosion 
of two steel digesters In the Delaware 
pulp mills of the Jessup A- Moore P a­ 
per company on the C hristiana river 
during the day. 
The known dead are Frank Harris. 
William 
Burke. Jam es Nagle, John 
McCormick, Zachariah Collins (color­ 
ed), Jam es Stokes, Joseph Lumbaeher, 
Granville W aters and Joseph Henry 
The digesters were located in a two 
story building. 
There were ten of 
them in the building, each one re 
sembling a vat and about six feet in 
diameter. 
They were used for reduc 
ing wood pulp. 
Eighteen men were 
at work in the building. 
There were 
two terrific reports and the next in­ 
stant the building and other 
mills 
about the structure were completely 
wrecked. 
One digester was blown in 
to the air and fell to the ground 25< 
feet away. 
A dense volume of smoke 
for a time prevented the outside work 
men from going to the im m ediate res 
cue of those who were caught in the 
ruins of the falling building. 
Severn 
men made their escape without any 
injury. 
An alarm of fire was sounded 
and the entire fire department of the 
city and a large lon e of police w en 
soon on the ground and tin* work of 
rescue was immediately begun. 
Sev­ 
eral of the workmen were taken out 
unconscious only to die after being 
removed to hospitals. 
T he wreckage 
was piled up for more than thirty feet 
and the escaping steam made the work 
of rescue rather difficult. 
Those who were 
killed 
outright 
were mangled and burned by escaping 
acid that flowed over 
their 
bollies 
from the broken digesters. 
Up to this 
writing nine persons are dead and ac­ 
cording to the official! of the company 
at least five others are in the ruins. 
To add to the horror of the disaster 
the wreckage took fire, hut atter some 
difficulty the fire departm ent 
m an­ 
aged to subdue th 
flames and the 
work of rescue was continued. 
Steam was used in the digesters. 
The officers of the com pa ny think that 
too much steam was 
generated in 
them and that this was the cause of 
the explosion.
